The bill tc permit the construction 
of a dam across Rock River at Grand 
Detour was passed by the House at 
Washington yesterday. This bill was 
introduced by Congressman H itt on 
Deoember 15th and its passage marts 
a big step in the progress of the de- 
velopment of tbe cement busineis in 
Dixon* The dam is to furnish power 
for tbe immense plant tbe Sandusky 
Cement company will erect just east 
of this city this spring. 
As the plan 
of the company is to begin work on 
the factory as soon as the weather 
will permit, the work cn tbe dam 
must of necessity be started soon. 
Capt. L. L. Wheeler of Rock Falls has 
had charge of the engineering work 
for the dam and it is understood that 
bis plans are completed. 
The plans 
of the cement company are also com­ 
pleted for their plant, which will have 
a capacity of 2,500 barrels per day and 
will give employment to nearly 9 00 
men. 


TEXT OF THE BILL. 


A bill permitting the building of a 
dam across tbe Rock river at Grand 
Detour, Illinois: Be it enacted by the 
senate and house of representatives 
of tbe United States of America in 
congress assembled, that the consent 
of congress is hereby granted to Spen­ 
cer B. Newberry and George A. Black­ 
ford, both of the city of Sandusky, 
Erie county, Ohio, and Charles H. 
H ighes, of Dixon, Lee county, Illi­ 
nois, their heirs, administrators, suc­ 
cessors and assigas, to build, operate 
and maintain a dam across Rock river 
near Grand Deteur, Illinois, a t any 
point within one mile distant from 
tbe center of section thirteen, town­ 
ship twenty-two north, range nine 
east of the fourth principal meridian, 
in the state of Illinois, for the d ev el­ 
o p men t of water power 
an d such 
works and structures in connection 
therewith as may be necessary or con­ 
venient in the development o f said 
power and in the u tilizatio n of the 
power 
thereby developed: and the 
said Spencer B. Newberry, George A. 
Blackford, and Charles H. Hughes 
th eir h eirs, administrators, succes 
sors and assigns, are hereby author 
iz“ d 
and 
empowered to draw and 
divert 
by canal iiume 
or 
race 
from 
the 
pool 
formed 
by 
the 
construction of tbe above dam and 
works incident thereto, such supply 
of water as may be required for the 
full development and utilization of 
said water power and to conduot said 
water through the canal reservation 
in Grand Detour and discharge the 
same into Rook river at or near the 
we» ier y end of said canal reservation; 
and also for tha t purpose to construct, 
operate, and maintain such stiuctures 
and improvements a» may be requir­ 
ed: Provided, That the plans for the 
construction of the said dam. canal, 
and appurtenant works shall be sub­ 
mitted to and approved by the chief of 
engineers and the secretary of war be­ 
fore the commencement of the con­ 
struction of the same: And provided 
further, That tbe said Spencer B. 
Newberry, George A. Blackford, and 
Ch&x. H. Hughes, their heirs, adminis­ 
trators, successors, and assigns, shall 
not deviate from such plans after 
such approval either before or after 
the completion of tbe 
structures 
herein described, unless the modifl 
cation of said plans shall have been 
previously submitted to and received 
the approval of the chief engineers 
and seoretary of war. And provided 
further, 
That 
suitable 
fishways 
shall be constructed and maintain­ 
ed 
by 
the 
grantees 
under 
the 
act at their own expense, as may be 
required from time to time by tbe 
United States fish commission; And 
provided further, That the said darn 
shall be so constructed tha t tbe gov­ 
ernment of the United States may at 
any time oonstruot 
in 
connection 
therewith a suitable lock for naviga­ 
tion purposes, and may a t any time 
control the said dam so far as shall 
not destroy or impair the water power 
developed by said dam, canal, and ap­ 
purtenant structures to a greater ex­ 
tent than Bball be necessary to pro­ 
vide proper facilities fo»* navigation. 
Sec 2. That in case any llttgation 
arises from the building, operation, 
and maintenance of said dam, oanal, 


and appurtenant works, or from tbe 
obstruction of the river by the same, 
or any damages resulting to private 
property by overflow or otherwise, 
proceedings to adjust, determine, and 
to recover 
compensation for suoh 
damages shull be instituted either in 
tbe state or federal courts. 
Sec. 3. That this act shall be null 
and void unless t he dam, canal, and 
appurtenant works herein authorized 
be commenced within three years and 
oompleted within six years from tbe 
time of the pa sage of this act. 
Sec 4. That tbe right to amend 
or repeal this act is hereby expressly 
reserved.

standing the fact that they are ut­ 
terly ignorant and unfitted for for­

The demand for a radical change in 
this system which is actually suicidal 
bo foreign oommerce is most urgent. 
A bill has been drafted making it 
necessary for consuls to pass a special 
examination and to know the lan­ 
guage of the country bo which they 
are sent. These provisions appeal to 
the common sense of every man, 
womau and cnud in

States, in fact they are self evidently 
necessary. But for the reason that 
nine tenths of the sei^ators and rep­ 
resentatives will not be able to pass 
such an examination and do not know 
any language except English and are 
therefore ineligible under the bill 
they have stricken these provisions 
from it.

He was only 
fifty-one when he died at Paris in 18 50, 
and the death of Mine, de Balzac oc- 
eurred in the sam e year.

treasures were left to Mine, de Balzac’s 
married daughter. 
The very day of her funeral Mine, j 
Georges Minizech’s creditors p ushed j 
her and her maid into the street, and 
rifled the house in the Hue Fortune©. 
T he booty was transp orted to the auc­ 
tion room k nown as l’llotel Drouot, 
and there a sale was held by order of 
justice of Balzac’s library.his buhl cabi­ 
nets and some of his manuscripts, in­ 
cluding tliat of "Eugenie G randet,” 
which had been given to Mine. Ilansk a 
on Dec. 25, 18 53. During the shameless 
pillage of the house the vultures who 
ransack ed it found evidence of the 
most reck less, the most imbecile, ex­ 
travagance. 
One room was filled with 
boxes containing hats, and in another 
jules of costly silk s were heaped un­ 
touched since iheir arrival from the 
fashionable haberdasher or silk mercer. 
Balzac’s treasures, the curiosities he 
had amassed with so much trouble, the 
p ictures of which he had beeu so proud, 
w ere ruthlessly seized, while precious 
m anuscrip ts and letters which would 
p erhap s have brought in 100,000 francs 
if they had beeu p ut up for sale were 
throw n out of the window by the ex­ 
a s p e r a t e d throng.—K ansas City Inde­ 
p endent.

There was much of the child in him 
to the end of his days. 
He was ever­ 
lastingly in debt; the artist s life, he 
must i.e a splendid one. 
Some­ 
tim es when he was surrounded by the 
costliest bric-a-brac be hud not eoougb 
money to buy food. 
H e took coffee to 
himself awak e, and be wrote and 
w rote till he was exhausted, all tbe 
tim e being in the condition of a 
truck ­ 
ed hare,” harassed and pursued by his 
creditors and k nowing tha t all his gains 
m ust go to them. 
H e made elaborate 
secret plans to attend the rehearsals of 
his plays. 
As the place of Balzac’s abode was 
k ep t strictly secret for fear of his cred­ 
itors. the time <>f the rehearse 1 each day 
w as to be communicated to him b> a 
m essenger from the theater, who w as 
told to walk in the Cham p s Elysees to­ 
w ard the Arc de 1‘E'oile. 
At the tw en­ 
tieth tree on the left, past the circle, 
lie would find a man who would ap p ear 
to be look ing for a bird in the branches. 
Tbe messenger was to say to him, “I 
ha\*o it.” and the m an would answer, 
“ As you have it, w hat are you waiting 
for?” <Hi receiving this reply the em is­ 
sary from the Odeou would hand over 
the p ap er and dep art without look ing 
behind him 
The only comment that 
IJreux. who ap p ears to have been a 
p ractical man, m ade on these curious 
arrangem ents w as that if the tw enti­ 
eth tree had been struck by lightning 
during the night he supposed that the 
servant must stop a t the twenty-first, 
and Balzac assented gravely to this 
proposition. 
Balzac concocted the wildest schemes 
for mak ing money, such as the cover­ 
ing of his garden w ith glass houses for 
the production of pineapples, by which 
he w as to m ak e 49 0,000 francs a year, 
and the transp lantation of 00,000 oak s 
from Russia to France, by which he 
w as p ersuaded 1 ¿¡9 0.000 francs could 
be earned. 
B ut when these schemes 
failed—and he usually got tired of them 
w hen the excitement of work ing them 
out had subsided—he always had a 
play or a novel in his pock et by which 
the p ressure of his creditors could be 
a t least temp orarily reduced. 
Rut the tragedy of Balzac’s life wa s 
his long wooing of Mine. Ilanska. The 
a cquaintance began with a letter from 
the 
lady, 
who 
deprecated 
Balza c’s 
v iew s of women a s expressed in his 
‘Tgi Beau de Chagrin.” 
Balzac w a s 
strongly influenced by the letter. 
Tie
